'The'v'eye of the newborn child is 
abou't" 70 per cent of the size of the 
eye of Ihe person fully grown. It is 
a shorter eye than the eye of an adult 
and the lens of the eye of the new- 
born child is a.sphere or circular globe. 


During the first few years of life 


the eye grows rapidly and reaches 
adult size at; about the age of 8 or 9 
years. The lens of the eye continues 
to grow throughout life. 


The pupil of the eye is small at birth 


and remains small until about the end 
of the first year. During^ childhood 
and up to the age of youth, the pupil 
of the eye develops its maximum size. 


Then it gradually becomes smaller 


so that in older people the pupil is 
often quite small. The size of the 
pupil depends to a large extent on the 
Adaptation-of the retina of the eye to 
light.

The retina is the nerve tissue at the 


back of the eye by which we are able 
to see.' If, a great deal of light sud- 
denly pours into the eye, the pupil 
will become smaller by contracling. 


Gradually the retina will adapt • it- 


self to the increased illumination. Then 
the pupil will again enlarge to approx- 
i'm'ately its normal size. There are, 
however," many different factors which 
may modify the size of the pupil from 
time to time. 


The iris of the eye is the'colored 


portion. People of dark races have a 
darker color in the iris than those of 
the blond races. 


Most children are born with a blue 


iris ,the color being clue to the ap- 
pearance of te hcolor layer at the back 
of thy iris. The color changes during 
the first years of life as the material 


becomes* thicker.

Then the eye may gradually become 


brown or even 'darker. If there i9' a 
lack of pigment in the eye; it has a 
strange pinkish color such as is seen 
in albinos. 


As the child grows, the eye becomes 


longer. The retina is farther •• back 


and the lens becomes flatter. This 
occlrs mostly between the ages of 0 
and 16. 


If the rays of light which enter the 


eye focus shbrt of the retina, the child 
is near-sighted, If, for example, the 
eye of the child focuses notyrtally at 
the time of birth, It U surelo become 
near-sighted as the eye becomes long- 
er. 


The lens in children Is quite flex- 


ible but as people- grow ,older .this 
flexibility tends to decrease. It Is ap- 
parent, Iherefore, that parents should 
have the eyes of children tested reg- 
ularly lo make certain that they are 
gelling Ihe best vision possible' with 
the type of eyes thai they have nt the 
time they are born,

Children must also be taught,to use 


their eyes correctly. This involves

WASHINGTON.- (/P) -Challenging 


spending theories advanced by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Senator Byrd (Dem., 
Va.) said Tuesday night that "to min- 
imize the evils of debt—to make debt 
popular—is a dangerous doctrine to 
preach." 


Mr. Roosevelt suggested to the Amer- 


ican Retail Federation that the debt 
be considered in relation lo the nation's 
assets. He asserted that the federal 
dcbl is an inlernal one and added lhal 
"a reasonable internal debt will not 
impoverish our children." 


Byrd, a member of the Senate "econ- 


omy bloc," said that the president's 
speech demonstrated thai ho had ac- 
cepted "hook, line and sinker" Ihc 
theory "of spending and lending to 
purchase prosperity." 
Byrd credited 


:this theory to Chairman Marruier S. 
Eccles of the Federal Reserve Board. 
, The government, Byrd said, not only 
has offered federal grants to commun- 
ities "but actually federal agents have 
'visited com'm'unilies and urged accept- 
ance of public funds as a patriotic con- 
tribution to recovery." Then he asked: 
' "Is it any wonder that such a policy 
.once entrenched, now presents nearly 
insurmountable difficulties to control? 


"The cold facts remain that after six 


years of Eccles spending for recovery 
our problems remain unsolved—we 
have great unemployment and an in- 
creased number on the relief rolls, as 
well as a virtual stagnation of business 
expansion—and we have a debt that 
can only be paid through the toil and 
industry of many future generations 
of Americans."

pointing to the St. George's Cross 
on his breast and inviting them to 
shoot the gun at hiin*if they doubt- 
ed his wdrd. The soldiers grinning 
sheepishly, accepted (lie incident as 
a joke and returned to the road. 


Madame Ulgoff collapsed, dropping 


the loaded pistol at her husband's 
feet.

isiFor a, time, he drove a taxi in Now 
•York City, but after a series of failures, 
he was persuaded that success was at- 
tainable only in the field for which 
he had been trained and in which 
he had revealed unusual brilliance.

"April was the third consecutive 


month, Mr. Patterson said," 
placements to private 
istered a gain over the compar" 
period in 1938. While the gain in April 
over the same month a year earlier 
yas not so sharp as in the case of 
March, the continued Increase rep- 
resents a healthy upward trend in em- 
ployment. 


"Of the 2,551 private placements, 30 


per cent went to persons under 25 
years of age; 70 per cent to white per- 
sons and 35 per cent of the jobs were 
permanent. The proportion of perm- 
anent jobs increased slightly over the 
previous month (March) and over the 
same period in 1938. 


"As usual at this season, job place- 


ments to building and construction, 
other than governmental, 
increased 


over the previous m'onth, with many 
sections of the state' reporting a de- 
:ided pickup in the number of private 
building projects in progress compar- 
ed with last spring. The spinach har- 
vest around Fort Smith and the straw- 
ierry harvest in White county account- 
ed for ne'arly a thousand of the job 
openings. Each year more' growers 
are depending upon Employment Ser- 


ice to handle their labor supply in 
;hese seasonal harvests," Mr. Patterson 
said. 


"The service was unusualy success- 


ful in finding jobs for sales_ persons 
and clerical and professional workers 
in April, with more than 200 jobs going 
to persons in those groups. Place- 
ments of craftsmen numbered 250; the 
balance was well distributed among 
semi-skilled workers, hotel arid res- 
taurant occupations, physical labor 
workers and domestic workers."

"By irrigating the farm garden, Hemp- 
stead county farmers may consider- 
ably increase their farm income. If 
an electric pump is used, the increase 
in production of the garden may be 
enough to pay the entire electric bill 
throughout the year. 
,As a general rule,, irrigation equip- 


ment should be of such capacity that 
it will provide one inch of water over 
the irrigated area in 24 hours, accord- 
ing to Earl L. Arnold, extension agri- 
cultural engineer, University of Ar- 
kansas College of. Agriculture, Large 
size household pumps will supply 
enough water for small truck patches 
and gardens, and small household 
pumps will supply enough water for 
very small gardens. 


When gardens are irrigated, it should 


be remembered that a little water may 
be worse than none at all. If the 
grouhd is not soaked, the roots o( the 
plants may be induced to grow up- 
ward to the water and be left in a 
very undesirable location for subse- 
quent dry weather.

more calm and the humidity is usual- 
ly rising so that it is easier to control

A1 cleared ring should be raked 


jround each brush pile to prevent fire 
irom spreading, advises F. J. Shulley! 
jxtension forester, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. Enough 
men, 
with proper tools should be 


present to control any sudden-flare- 
up, which might be caused by a quick 
shift of the wind, 


Smokers, Mr. Shulley said, should be 


very careful with their matches and 
pipe or cigarette ashes.

Burning 
grass along the highways is a poor 
practice, because it not only robs1 
the soil of organic matter, but il 
causes unsightly splotches along the 
roads of Arkansas.
